Back to its old time policy of using 


Fayette county ore in its turnaces at 
Dunbar is the move made by the Dun- 
bar Furnace Company this week ind 
the First blast troin this ore was triads 
by the company today. The ore is be- 
ing taken from the old Fayette coum;' 
lieds that were in use a hundred years 
or more ago and from which iron, -was 
made in the furnaces for 96 years. 


The iron ore beds lie about six miles 


above Dunbar. 
They have been idle 


for upwards of a quarter of a century. 
About 22 years ago the company be- 
gau -using lake ore and the iron ore 
beds in Fayette county were aban- 
doned for the time. 


Recently tlie cost of securing Lake 


iron ore has been advanced to sucb. a 
point that the company turned their 
attention to their own original iron 
ore beds .comprising about 5,000 acres 
in the Dunbar territory. 
A consid- 


erable, forcy of men have been 
em- 


ployed in opening up the mines and 
when they are in proper running or- 
der several hundred men will be giv- 
en employment in mining the ore. 
The ore will be shipped to the 
fur- 


naces over the New Haven & Dimbar 
railroad which is owned and operated- 
by the Furnace company. 


When the old Dtulbar furnace was 


operated over 100 years, ago the capac- 
ity was two tons of iron per day* and 
when work ceased In manufacturing 
iron from the Fayette county ore 2,- 
000,000 tons had been taken out. The 
Lake ore proposition 
then 
looked 


good, but it is now believed that the 
domestic ore--will be cheaper to mine 
aud make a beter grade of iron. It i:: 
high grade in every instance and the 
officials say 'hat it makes as good or 
better grado of iron .than the Lake ore 
that has bean dealt, out to .them at 
the high prices prevailing. The ir.t— 
tion is to continue mining all the ore 
in the bed nn,l 
with this % end 
in 


view 
the 
company 
is 
installing 


a modern electrical equipment. 
An 


olectrlc haulage will be placed in the 
mine and the ventilation will be from 
a large.electric fan. With every labor 
saving device that can be procured 
the cost of producing the iron will be 
materially lessened, besides it will af- 
ford a largo amount oC work for the 
men of the community. 
The Dunbar 


Furnace Company has been particu- 
laily generous to its workmen, form- 
ing a community of interests about 
the turnace that has made the man- 
agement popular. 


With the return of this large inter- 


est to the original plan of using up the 
iron ore beds near at hand it is alto- 
gether possible that several other com- 
munities in the county may he Invad- 
ed and the iron ore taken from the 
ground and the proposition made profi- 
table and valuable one to the county.
